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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The amendments to claim 6 appear to introduce new matters : "said data line pairs are 
dedicated for specific location column sub-block memory cells" (In. 10-11); "to select specific 
row location of sub-block data consisting of crossbar crosspoint" (In. 14-15); and "said first gate 
pairs and second gate pairs are arranged along the side of sub-block sense amplifier" (In. 17- 
18). It is required that Applicant clearly point out where in the instant specification these 
features are disclosed. Absent these showings, the amended features must be withdrawn from 
the claim. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 6, line 10, the phrase "said data line pairs" lacks proper antecedent basis. It 
should be changed to read -said first data line pairs-. Further, the phrase ", on activation, and 
said plurality of processor elements are laidout to connect thereto" (In. 11-12) appears not to be 
correct, as understood from the disclosure. For example, in Figure 1 1 of the elected 
embodiment, processor elements 9 are shown connected to DB and XDB (second data line 
pairs) rather than DL and XDL (first data line pairs) as amended in claim 6. Also in claim 6, last 
two lines, the phrase "along the side of sub-block sense amplifier" is indefinite because it is 
unclear what is meant by said phrase. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Ohtani et al. (EP 0 
935 252 hereafter "Ohtani"). See Fig. 4. 

Ohtani discloses an embedded DRAM (col. 1, In. 5-14) comprising a plurality of first data 
line pairs (local IO line pairs LIO) each connected to one of the bit line pairs (bit line pairs BL) by 
the first gate pairs (column select gate pairs TG); and a plurality of second data line pairs (global 
IO line pairs GIO) connected to one of the first data line pairs by the second gate pairs (block 
select gate pairs BSG). 

Applicant's arguments do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she 
thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the reference(s) cited. 
Further, they do not show how the amendments avoid such references. 
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It is noted the analysis of Ohtani at pg. 6-7 of the amendment. However the examiner 
fails to appreciate the "arbitrary selection and access of sub-blocks", in view of the instant 
specification and amended claim 6. Further clarification must be required.

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
